A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or teleptione interview witfi regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview. 

Title 37 Code of Federal Regulations (CFR) § 1.133 Interviews 

Paragraph (b) 

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.1 11 , 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 



37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt. 



The action of the Patent and Trademark Office cannot be based exclusively on the written record in the Office if that record is itself 
incomplete through the failure to record the substance of interviews.

Where the 
substance of an interview Is completely recorded In an Examiners Amendment, no separate Interview Summary Record Is required. 

The Interview Summary Form shall be given an appropriate Paper No., placed In the right hand portion of the file, and listed on the 
"Contents " section of the file wrapper. In a personal Interview, a duplicate of the Form Is given to the applicant (or attorney or agent) at the 
conclusion of the interview. In the case of a telephone or video-conference Interview, the copy Is mailed to the applicant's correspondence address 
either with or prior to the next official communication. If additional correspondence from the examiner Is not likely before an allowance or If other 
circumstances dictate, the Form should be mailed promptly after the Interview rather than with the next official communication.

- An Indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and If so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (If Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to Include, all of the applicable Items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview. 

A complete and proper recordation of the substance of any Interview should Include at least the following applicable Items:

The Identification of the arguments is sufficient if the general nature or thrust of the principal arguments made to the 
examiner can be understood in the context of the application file. Of course, the applicant may desire to emphasize and fully 
describe those arguments which he or she feels were or might be persuasive to the examiner.)

7) If appropriate, the general results or outcome of the Interview unless already described In the Interview Summary Form completed by 
the examiner.

If the claims are allowable for other reasons of record, the examiner should send a letter setting forth the examiner's version of the 
statement attributed to him or her.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Attorney McClellan discussed with Examiner Dixon the differences 
between the instant invention and the prior art made of record. Attorney IVIcClellan's proposed claim amendment 
including the limitation of "the flow resistance device configured to have a flow resistance which is higher than the flow 
resistance of the natural flow path through the user's nose in the absence of the flow resistance device." Examiner 
Dixon addressed the proposed claim amendment indicating that she did not believe this amendment would sufficiently 
overcome the prior art made of record because the Zimmerman reference discloses a flow resistance device (34), 
which acts as a flow resistance device in the nostril for directing the flow of gases from a turbulent flow to a laminar 
flow based upon the change in diameter of the flow resistance device. As known in fluid dynamics, the turbulent flow of 
gases is entrained by the smaller diameter to produce a laminar flow thus resulting in a flow resistance. Examiner 
Dixon proposed Attorney McClellan focus on the features of the "degree of flow resistance related to the quantity of 
aerosol penetration in the paranasal sinuses" as addressed in the original specification on Page 5, Lines 25-35 and the 
"selective or interchangeable nature of the flow resistance device" as addressed in the origininal speicifcation on Page 
7, Line 25 thru Page 8, Line 5 in order to overcome the prior art made of record. Attorney McClellan additionally 
discussed the "pressure fluctuations, which are superimposed on the aerosol main flow limitation". Examiner Dixon 
advised Attorney McClellan the Terada reference teaches the features of the nebulizer with the superimposed flow 
over the main aerosol flow. As discussed in the Office Action, the aerosol generator (10) connects to a gaseous 
medium (compressed air source, Column 3, Line 55) to generate a main aerosol flow, and a pressure connection 
device (46) to supply pressure fluctuations superimposed on the main aerosol flow. As discussed by Examiner Dixon 
in more detail, the movement of the pressure connection device (46) controls the amount of fluid atomized by the 
nebulizer by the movement of the baffle (30) and additionally, this movement also modifies the amount of air flow and 
thus pressure from the air inlet flue (40) is provided to the patient. (Column 9, Lines 21 -66). Examiner Dixon suggests 
Attorney McClellan claim the specific features by which the pressure fluctuations are provided as addresed on the 
original specifcation Page 5, Lines 5-25, in order to overcome the prior art made of record. .
